compensation but is entitled to certain reimbursement; authorizing the 10 

Commission to employ a certain staff;  requiring the Commission to consult with 11 

certain experts and to meet with a certain frequency; providing for the powers 12 

and duties of the Commission; authorizing the Commission to contract with 13 

certain entities; requiring the Commission to adopt certain regulations on or 14 

before a certain date; authorizing the Commission to suspend or revoke certain 15 

registrations; authorizing the Commission to inspect certain entities; requiring 16 

the Commission to approve certain certifications of certain physicians; requiring 17 

a physician certification to be renewed annually; requiring a certain proposal 18 

from a physician to the Commission to include certain information; encouraging 19 

the Commission to approve certain applications; exempting certain physicians 20 

from certain penalties for certain actions; requiring a certifying physician to 21 

submit a certain annual report to the Commission at a certain time; authorizing 22 

the Commission to set certain fees; authorizing an academic medical center to 23 

apply to the Commission to conduct certain research; requiring the Commission 24 

to approve certain applications for registration from academic medical centers; 25 

providing the expiration and renewal of proposal from a registered academic 26 

medical center; requiring a proposal from an academic medical center to include 27 

certain information; encouraging the Commission to approve certain 28 

applications from academic medical centers; requiring a registered academic 29 
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medical center to submit a certain annual report to the Commission at a certain 1 

time; requiring the Commission to issue a request for applications for 2 

registration as a grower; requiring the Commission to require an applicant for 3 

registration as a registered grower to provide certain information; requiring the 4 

Commission to approve the fewest number of registered growers as is 5 

reasonable; providing for the expiration and renewal of a registration as a 6 

registered grower; providing that a registered grower is exempt from certain 7 

State and local penalties for certain actions; requiring a registered grower to 8 

meet certain security and safety standards and submit to certain testing of 9 

certain marijuana; requiring a registered grower to conduct a certain 10 

background check on certain employees; prohibiting a registered grower from 11 

holding certain registrations or being a certifying physician; prohibiting certain 12 

individuals from being an employee of a registered grower unless the registered 13 

grower is also an academic medical center; requiring the Commission to adopt 14 

certain regulations after consulting with the Department of Agriculture and 15 

State Police; requiring the commission to establish certain fees; requiring the 16 

Commission to establish a registration program to register dispensing 17 

pharmacies, dispensing centers, and academic medical centers; requiring the 18 

Commission to require an applicant for dispensing center, dispensing pharmacy, 19 

or academic medical center registration to provide certain information to the 20 

Commission; requiring the Commission to charge certain fees for certain 21 

applications and for the issuance of certain registrations; providing that a 22 

registered academic center is not required to be registered as a dispensing 23 

center; requiring certain entities seeking to operate as a dispensing center to 24 

perform a certain criminal history records check on each employee; prohibiting 25 

certain individuals from obtaining a registration to operate a dispensing center 26 

or to be an employee of a dispensing center; requiring certain entities to require 27 

employees of the entity to submit to certain drug testing; requiring the 28 

Commission to issue a certain registration if certain conditions are met; 29 

authorizing the Commission to set reasonable limits on the number of 30 

dispensing centers in the State or in a geographic area; requiring the 31 

Commission to assign a certain identification number to certain entities; 32 

providing that a denial of a certain application shall be considered a final 33 

agency decision for a certain purpose; requiring entities that have been issued a 34 

certain registration to display the registration in a certain manner and to report 35 

certain changes to the Commission at a certain time; prohibiting entities that 36 

have been issued a certain registration from holding certain registrations or 37 

being a certifying physician; providing for certain restrictions on the 38 

advertisement of the sale of marijuana; requiring the Commission, in 39 

consultation with State and local law enforcement, to develop certain 40 

regulations providing for the issuance of registry identification cards; requiring 41 

the Commission to issue a registry identification card to certain patients; 42 

requiring a qualifying patient to submit certain information to the Commission; 43 

providing for the manner in which the Commission shall approve, deny, and 44 

issue a registry identification card; requiring the Commission to deny a request 45 

for a primary caregiver for certain reasons; requiring each applicant to serve as 46 

a primary caregiver to submit to a certain criminal history records check; 47 
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prohibiting certain individuals from serving as primary caregivers; requiring a 1 

registry identification card to include certain information; requiring a primary 2 

caregiver or qualifying patient to provide a certain notice to the Commission 3 

under certain circumstances within a certain time period; requiring a certifying 4 

physician or registered academic medical center to provide a certain notice to 5 

certain patients and the Commission under certain circumstances and within a 6 

certain time period; requiring the Commission to establish certain procedures 7 

and to maintain a certain list of individuals to whom the Commission has issued 8 

registry identification cards; prohibiting employees of State and local law 9 

enforcement from querying certain records; exempting certain persons from 10 

certain penalties when acting in accordance with this Act; providing that the 11 

possession of, or application for, a registry identification card does not constitute 12 

probable cause to conduct a certain search or inspection; providing that an 13 

individual may not be subject to certain arrest or prosecution for being in the 14 

presence or vicinity of the medical use of marijuana as authorized by this Act; 15 

authorizing certain entities to sell or distribute a certain amount of marijuana 16 

in a certain time to certain individuals under certain circumstances;  requiring 17 

registered dispensing pharmacies and registered dispensing centers to follow 18 

certain procedures and maintain certain records; providing that a qualifying 19 

patient may be registered at only one registered dispensing pharmacy or 20 

registered dispensing center at any time; providing for the construction of this 21 

Act; providing that this Act may not be construed to provide certain immunity 22 

to certain persons; providing that this Act may not be construed to require 23 

certain insurance reimbursement; requiring the Commission to submit certain 24 

reports to the Governor and General Assembly on or before certain dates; 25 

authorizing the Commission to accept certain funds; requiring the Commission 26 

to use certain fees in a certain manner; authorizing the Commission to 27 

distribute certain funds to certain entities for a certain purpose; authorizing the 28 

Commission to provide certain funds to the General Fund; defining certain 29 

terms; making this Act an emergency measure; and generally relating to 30 

marijuana for medical use.

 (H) “MARIJUANA” HAS THE MEANING STATED IN § 5–101 OF THE 19 

CRIMINAL LAW ARTICLE. 20 

 

 (I) “MEDICAL USE” MEANS THE ACQUISITION, POSSESSION, 21 

CULTIVATION, MANUFACTURE, USE, DELIVERY, SALE, TRANSFER, OR 22 

TRANSPORTATION OF MARIJUANA OR PARAPHERNALIA RELATING TO THE 23 

ADMINISTRATION OF MARIJUANA TO TREAT OR ALLEVIATE A REGISTERED 24 

PATIENT’S CONDITION OR SYMPTOMS. 25 

  

 (J) (1) “PRIMARY CAREGIVER” MEANS A RESIDENT OF THE STATE 26 

WHO: 27 

 

   (I) IS AT LEAST 18 YEARS OLD; 28 

 

   (II) HAS AGREED TO ASSIST WITH THE MEDICAL USE OF 29 

MARIJUANA FOR NO MORE THAN FIVE QUALIFYING PATIENTS; 30 
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   (III) HAS BEEN DESIGNATED AS PRIMARY CAREGIVER ON 1 

THE QUALIFYING PATIENT’S APPLICATION OR RENEWAL FOR A REGISTRY 2 

IDENTIFICATION CARD FOR THE PRIMARY CAREGIVER; AND 3 

 

   (IV) HAS SATISFIED THE CRIMINAL HISTORY RECORDS 4 

CHECK REQUIRED UNDER § 13–3108 OF THIS SUBTITLE. 5 

 

  (2) “PRIMARY CAREGIVER” DOES NOT INCLUDE THE QUALIFYING 6

  (1) IS AT LEAST 18 YEARS OLD, UNLESS THE COMMISSION 9 

GRANTS AN EXCEPTION AT THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE PATIENT’S 10 

CERTIFYING PHYSICIAN; AND 11 

 

  (2) (I) HAS BEEN PROVIDED WITH WRITTEN CERTIFICATION 12 

BY A CERTIFYING PHYSICIAN PURSUANT TO A BONA FIDE PHYSICIAN–PATIENT 13 

RELATIONSHIP; OR 14 

 

   (II) IS ENROLLED IN A RESEARCH PROGRAM WITH A 15 

REGISTERED ACADEMIC MEDICAL CENTER.  16

  (2) IS EXEMPT FROM STATE AND LOCAL PENALTIES FOR 29 

TRANSFERRING MARIJUANA CULTIVATED BY THE ENTITY TO A DISPENSING 30 

PHARMACY OR TO A DISPENSING CENTER FOR A FEE. 31 
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 (N) “REGISTRY IDENTIFICATION CARD” MEANS A DOCUMENT ISSUED BY 1 

THE COMMISSION THAT IDENTIFIES AN INDIVIDUAL AS A QUALIFYING PATIENT 2 

OR A PRIMARY CAREGIVER. 3 

 

 (O) (1) “USABLE MARIJUANA” MEANS THE DRIED LEAVES AND 4 

FLOWERS OF MARIJUANA AND ANY MIXTURE OR PREPARATION OF THE DRIED 5 

LEAVES AND FLOWERS. 6 

 

  (2) “USABLE MARIJUANA” DOES NOT INCLUDE THE SEEDS, 7 

STALKS, OR ROOTS OF THE PLANT. 8 

 

 (P) “WRITTEN CERTIFICATION” MEANS A CERTIFICATION ISSUED BY A 9 

CERTIFYING PHYSICIAN TO A QUALIFYING PATIENT WITH WHOM THE PHYSICIAN 10 

HAS A BONA FIDE PHYSICIAN–PATIENT RELATIONSHIP THAT INCLUDES A 11 

WRITTEN STATEMENT CERTIFYING THAT, IN THE PHYSICIAN’S PROFESSIONAL 12 

OPINION, AFTER HAVING COMPLETED A FULL ASSESSMENT OF THE PATIENT’S 13 

MEDICAL HISTORY AND CURRENT MEDICAL CONDITION, THE PATIENT HAS A 14 

CONDITION THAT MEETS THE INCLUSION CRITERIA AND DOES NOT MEET THE 15 

EXCLUSION CRITERIA OF THE CERTIFYING PHYSICIAN’S APPLICATION, AND FOR 16 

WHICH: 17 

 

  (1) RECOGNIZED DRUGS OR TREATMENT WOULD NOT BE 18 

EFFECTIVE OR OTHER TREATMENT OPTIONS HAVE MORE SERIOUS SIDE 19 

EFFECTS OR A GREATER RISK OF ADDICTION; AND 20 

 

  (2) THE POTENTIAL BENEFITS OF THE MEDICAL USE OF 21

MARIJUANA FOR MEDICAL PURPOSES AND WHO IS OR WAS A PATIENT WHO 8 

FOUND RELIEF FROM THE USE OF MEDICAL MARIJUANA;  9 

 

   (II) 2 PHYSICIANS LICENSED IN THE STATE; 10 

 

   (III) 1 NURSE LICENSED IN THE STATE; 11 

 

   (IV) 1 PHARMACIST LICENSED IN THE STATE; 12 

 

   (V) 1 SCIENTIST WHO HAS CONDUCTED GRANT–FUNDED 13 

RESEARCH; 14

  (2) THE TERMS OF THE APPOINTED MEMBERS ARE STAGGERED. 20 

 

  (3) A MEMBER WHO SERVES TWO CONSECUTIVE FULL 4–YEAR 21 

TERMS MAY NOT BE REAPPOINTED FOR 4 YEARS AFTER COMPLETION OF THOSE 22 

TERMS. 23 

 

  (4) A MEMBER WHO IS APPOINTED AFTER A TERM HAS BEGUN 24 

SERVES ONLY FOR THE REST OF THE TERM AND UNTIL A SUCCESSOR IS 25 

APPOINTED AND QUALIFIES. 26 

 

 (E) ANNUALLY, FROM AMONG THE MEMBERS OF THE COMMISSION: 27

  (2) THE COMMISSION MAY PROVIDE TO THE GENERAL FUND ANY 21

ITS DUTIES UNDER THIS SUBTITLE THAT REMAIN AFTER DISBURSEMENTS ARE 23

 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the terms of the initial 25 

appointed members of the Medical Marijuana Oversight Commission, established 26
